B. Letter from Dr Gonda, the Head of Electron Microscopy at the NIH, to 
Popovic, copied to Gallo. He reports that the images wanted for the Science papers, 
do not contain HIV (HTLVIII) as Gallo had claimed, but only cellular rubbish. This 
was received only 3 days before Gallo sent in the Science papers for publication, 
When the papers appeared in print, they still contained photos credited to Gonda, 
with Gallo saying they contain HIV. 
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
